He said the election of Kennedy 
should not mark the collapse of 
the AMA's strong fight against 
incorporating medical care with 
Social Security. 

“I think that no one should 
underestimate the tremendous 
strength of medicine,” he said. 
“That's why we won last time.” 


AID TO NEEDY 


The Kennedy program 
blocked by conservative opposition 
during the dying days of the last 
congressional session. Instead, 
Congress approved a federal-state 
voluntary plan for providing 
medical care for persons over 65 
who can prove economic need. 


The AMA seminar was set up 
to discuss the plan approved by 
Congress but fit also served as 
the forum for launching an at- 
tack on the Social Security ap- 
proach. 

During the election campaign, 
Kennedy criticized the present 
program as “‘inadequate.’’ He 
said he would press for his origi- 
nal plan soon after he enters the 
White House. 


MANY DON’T NEED 

The AMA, one of the strongest 
and most articulate political ac- 
tion groups among the nation’s 
professional organizations, charges 
that the Democratic medical care 
plan would provide help to many 
who do not need it. 


The organization, whose mem- 
bership includes 179,000 physi- 
cians, also considers it “‘socialized 
medicine’ and argues that it 
would destroy the patients’ tra- 
ditional freedom to select his 
doctor. Howard said medical care 
for the aged would be, ‘‘one of the 
key issues in the next Congress.” 


REMAIN FREE 


“Our responsibility is to take 
appropriate action so that we will 
remain free . . . from onerous 


controls over the services we 
render,”’ he said. 
The AMA News, the associa-

Soviets Serve Notice 


Of Economic Struggle 


Not the least of the problems of the 
next administration will be that of eco- 
nomic growth-—an issue bandied about 
freely during the campaign. 

With U.S. population increasing at a 
more rapid rate than in any other nation 
in the free world, with chronic unem- 
ployment on the rise, with our world 
commitments and Soviet competition be- 
coming greater each year, our growth rate 
is an immediate and pressing concern. 

A few days ago a story out of Mos- 
cow further accented our problem. One 
of the Soviets’ top economists estimated 
that the average annual _ industrial 
growth of the Communist countries in 
the next five years will be 12.5 per cent. 
He was further quoted that the average 
annual growth of the free world econ- 
omy will not exceed 3 per cent a year. 

The economist boasted that industrial 
output in the Soviet Union in the last six 
years has grown 71 per cent while in the 
United States growth did not exceed 3 
per cent per year. By 1965, he predicted, 
the Communist countries will account for 
more than half of the world’s industrial 
output. 

It is easy enough to discount these 
figures as exaggerated, as they probably 
are. But we do know that Communist 
output is increasing at a formidable rate 
and that competition in world markets 
from the Soviet Union and Red China is 
bound to grow. 

Our own economic growth as part of 
our total strength is an inevitable factor 
in the cold war. The Communists are out 
to win the economic struggle in their 
over-all plan to dominate the world. 


Role of Junior Colleges 
Deserves Full Emphasis 


Atlanta’s interest in higher educa- 
tion is reflected in the fact that 50 per 
cent of its 1960 high school graduates are 
attending colleges or other schools. 

It is interesting to note that 56.6 
per cent of the white graduates are en- 
adva study and 52.5 per 

qentaaie are doing: like- 
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erage when it comes to students enter- 
ing colleges or universities, the record 
should be improved not only on the state 
level but in Atlanta itself. 

Georgia should encourage capable stu- 
dents to enter college. And although there 
are indications that the percentage of fail- 
ures is declining because of higher re- 
quirements for entrance, there is ample 
room for improvement on that score. 

Increased emphasis on attending ex- 
isting junior colleges and on building 
them where needed would give students 
an opportunity to determine whether they 
could make the grade in senior colleges. 
For some occupations two years of col- 
lege can prove sufficient. From the in- 
dividual’s standpoint, he usually can com- 
plete his freshman and sophomore years 
at less expense at a junior college. 

It would, of course, be inexcusable to 
turn junior colleges into a mere dump- 
ing ground for those unable to meet 
requirements elsewhere. But there should 
be an ever-increasing importance at- 
tached to quality education in all educa- 
tional institutions and the role of junior 
colleges should be utilized to the fullest 
along with that of the large, four-year 
institutions.

Deserve Some Priority 


Should President-elect Kennedy fol- 
low through on his promise to establish 
a Department of Urban Affairs of Cabinet 
stature, he will have accepted as reality 
the problems of the two-thirds of the 
population residing in urban areas. 

Certainly there is a need for clearcut 
national policies in many fields affecting 
cities. Urban renewal, housing, hospital 
construction, airports, stream pollution, 
streets and highways, transportation, pub- 
lic safety, air pollution, recreation, schools 
and social services are only a few of the 
areas in which coordinated policies are 
needed. 

Federal, state and local governments 
each have important stakes in the contri- 
bution to national strength of this two- 
thirds of the population. They must be 
concerned with the health of vast physical 
structures in which billions of the na- 
tional wealth are invested. Each stands 
to lose from any continuation of urban 
decay which endangers that investment. 

Urban leaders know that the initia- 
tive must come from local communities. 
They know further that assistance and 
guidance from state and federal govern- 
ments deserve a place in the nation’s do- 
mestic programs. 

Perhaps the greatest benefit to be de- 
rived from establishment of a Depart- 
ment of Urban Affairs would be.in pro- 
moting public understanding of the new 
set of problems which have arisen from 
change in the face of America. It’s time 
to recognize them for what they are.

It may be only that trifling mo- 
ment when it suddenly strikes a 
man that melodies he had 
long loved have gone from his 
memory—when a little and unim- 
portant form of dream has left 
him for so long as he may live. 
Such a moment is significant only 
to those who value a kind of im- 
provident happiness above what is 
best for us. 

It has now come, I believe, in 
Mexico. 

This land for all its strides in 
the past few years, is not, of 
course, a decisive weight in the 
cold war or anything like that. 
The fate of no possible world 
hangs upon what they do or say in 
Mexico. 

All the same, a moment of 
parting is here and it deserves 
recognition by all who have 
cherished this crazy, this gallant 
and sometimes brutal land. For 
now, while the Mexicans are cele- 
brating the 50th anniversary of 
the 1910 revolution, the brisk and 
reasonably well-fed present is in 
every way overcoming the color- 
ful, the hungry past. 

Those were wonderful songs of 
the Old Mexico—of the dove that 
flew away, of the vaquero la- 


menting that his girl has aban- 
doned him for very small faults 
like his habitual drunkenness and 
his already existing marriage. 

A little while longer and mainly 
one will hear in Mexico only 
those rather brittle or else stick- 
ily sentimental tunes so familiar 
in any juke box in Denver or Des 
Moines. 

The new way, with all its un- 
doubted blessings but also with 
all its mechanical — spirit, has 
come to Old Mexico. 

A day or two ago in Puebla, a 
town which was old in 1650, this 
correspondent sat in a bull ring 
and saw one of the last, dying 
samples of the culture of that Old 
Mexico. It was a day in com- 
memoration of the revolution. At 
the start there were a very few 
dances which went back to the 
distant Aztecs. But this was only 
the smallest bow to the past. 

The great bulk of the show 
came in the coldly drilled and 
coldly precise gymnastics of thou- 
sands of schoolboys and school- 
girls, done not to ‘‘La Paloma’”’ 
but to the airs one hears every 
day in New York or Chicago.

One might have thought that 
the man who so much wanted this year’s fifth ‘‘debate,”’ 


would be 


eager to reschedule it as the first debate of the next campaign! 


But Bobby Kennedy is strongly 
hinting that the answer is no—no 
more debating now that the great 
debator has become president. 
And when Bobby Kennedy speaks, 
we have found he usually knows 
what his brother wants said. 

What Bobby Kennedy is saying 
in effect is: 

1. The debates were a big fac- 
tor in winning the election. 

2. Let’s have no more of them. 

Now, if you believe that a can- 
didate’s campaign—even a presi- 
dent’s campaign—is entirely his 
own business and that the voters 
should have nothing to say about 
it, then this Kennedy view is 
quite tenable; that is, since these 
debates have accomplished their 
purpose, away with them. 

‘From this viewpoint Robert 
Kennedy can argue that you can’t 
expect the president to share his 
potentially greater audience with 
his opponent and by so doing raise 
the challenger to the level of an 
equal. Franklin Roosevelt 
wouldn’t debate Wendell Willkie 
and in 1944 would hardly admit 
that Thomas Dewey was running. 

_ is another way to look 


at these debates. As I see it, 
these debates are not primarily 
the possession of the candidates. 
to be used or denied as best suits 
their tactical advantage. The de- 
bates belong primarily to the 
voters who are entitled to gemand 
that the nominees appear jointly 
so that they can be viewed and 
judged face-to-face and _ their 
claims examined back-to-back. 

After four of the debates Ken- 
nedy wanted more and after Nixon 
had four times debated the issues, 
Kennedy argued that the vice 
president was running away, was 
afraid to debate because he side- 
stepped a fifth debate. 

Can President Kennedy seri- 
ously contend that candidate 
Kennedy’s own argument—that he 
who won't debate is a “ ’fraidy 
cat’’—wouldn’t be valid in 1964? 

I hope that in this instance Rob- 
ert Kennedy is not speaking for 
his brother. I would hate to see 
President Kennedy desert the New 
Frontier of campaigning. 

If the voters want these debates, 
I think they can successfully insist 
upon them. %

‘SHOULD OBEY IT’

PARIS (UPI)—Indications were 
that President Charles de Gaulle 
has chosen Sunday, Jan. 8, to 
stage his nationwide referendum 
on Algeria. 


The referendum, announced Nov. 
16, would ask the nation to ap 
prove De Gaulle’s planned changes 
in the Algeria administration. De 
Gaulle said then it would be 
staged in the first two weeks of 
the year. 


In effect, that left open only 
two days — Jan. 8 or 15 — be- 
cause such nationwide balloting 
is always held on a Sunday and 
the first Sunday of the month 
is New Year’s Day.

On 4 U.S. Nuclear Tests

The All-America guard — he’s All-American if he doesn’t 
make a single team — moved to end, crashed in and blocked Wells’ 
second-quarter PAT try.

When the bruising battle ended, that vital extra point was the 


difference on the scoreboard. Durward Pennington kicked his 16th 
straight after Georgia parlayed Bill McKenny’s pass interception 
into its lone TD. 


Both teams had other scoring opportunities, but clutch defensive 
work halted every drive. The Bulldogs wheeled to the Tech 10 the 
first time they had possession. The Engineers had a first down on 
the Georgia 10 in the furious fourth quarter. Neither team could 
get closer more than once. 


It was the second straight one-point reversal for Tech, the 
third of the season. The Engineers lost five games by 11 points, 
dropped four conference tilts by five points. Tech’s most lopsided 
licking was the 6-0 setback at Duke. Tech played the toughest 
schedule in the SEC, a statement documented by the fact that four 
foes are bowl-bound. Eight of Tech’s opponents enjoyed winning 
seasons.

Dodd should punt the next man who calls him lucky, for this 
was a far greater Tech team than the 5-5 campaign indicates. 
Though the Engineers lose such key men as tackle Billy Shaw, 
quarterback Marvin Tibbetts and ends Gerald Burch and Taz 
Anderson, they'll be a tough outfit to cope with next season. 


As Butts told one and all last September, Georgia did not have 
the line depth to defend its SEC crown. The Bulldog chief had the 
type of team he expected. Butts knew that Georgia would be able 
to move the ball against all comers, but he was aware that opponents 
would dent the Bulldog defense. And that was the story. 


It’s unfortunate that Francis Tarkenton, Dye, Bobby Walden, 
Fred Brown and the seniors who never lost to Tech are not in the 
bowl lineup. Georgia is the kind of team holiday spectators like to 
watch, a daring outfit which keeps the ball in the air. 


Butts brought the Bulldogs a long way back after the Alabama 
game. There was no comparison between the confused team which 
was whaled by the Tide Sept. 17 and the smooth machine which 
trimmed Tech Nov. 26.

Atlanta Bank Official Mrs. Evelyn Worley Advises Feminine Client

You can fight inflation in your 
own pocketbook, a smart At- 
lanta money expert believes. 


Mrs. Evelyn L. Worley, as- 
sistant vice president of an At- 
lanta bank and newly elected 
regional head of the National 
Assn. of Bank Women, spends 
much of her working day advis- 
ing women on money matters. 


One of her current campaigns 
is ‘‘down with inflation.” 

Most women don’t know ex- 
actly how inflation hits them 


personally, the personable bank 
official believes. They think of 
it as a vague, nebulous national 
problem. 


“Inflation affects almost ev- 
erything you buy,” Mrs. Worley 
asserts. “You simply get less 
for your money.” 


WIFELY WEAPONS 

She suggests definite weapons 
the housewife can use to fight 
this budget bugaboo. 

When you feel you're being 
taken advantage of on a pur- 
chase, she suggests: 


) 


1. Complain to your congress- 
man in writing. 
2. Write a letter to the editor. 


Congress will take action— 
find a way to control inflation 
if women get fighting mad, the 
feminine financier thinks. 


And more careful spending is 
another anti-inflation measure, 
Mrs. Worley believes. You 
should ponder every purchase 
more thoroughly. 

After 18 years in the banking 
business, Mrs. Worley cam- 
paigns vehemently for the fam- 
ily budget. 


“That's the only way you ever 
face up to the cost of living,” 
she says. 


And she doesn't mean a sim- 
ple recording of the money spent 
each month. 


“Break down your income into 
classifications. And when the 
grocery money gives out, don’t 
borrow from another category. 
Quit spending,”’ she urges. 


GIVES PRACTICE 
Secondly, it gives the wife 
practice handling money. 


“Many women have never 
written a check when their hus- 
band dies,”’ Mrs. Worley re- 
ports. ‘‘They’re lost.” 


She advocates a_ separate 
household-personal .checking ac- 
count for the wife. If the couple 
keeps a joint account, only one 
person should use it. 

The Atlantan believes young 
people should start’ handling 
their own money at an early age. 
She speaks to many high school 
groups on the subject. 


“They need their own account 
when they go off to school,” she 
says. “It’s not as easy to spend 
your own money as it is Dad’s.” 


In her own household, headed 
by Brooke F. Worley, an At- 
lanta businessman, the lady 
banker handles the household ac- 
count and helps with family 
money matters.

Rachel's death, attributed to 
heartbreak over slander that 
haunted her 37-year marriage 
to Jackson, made of the nation’s 
seventh chief executive, 62, 
weary and grief-stricken, prob- 
ably the saddest man who ever 
entered the White House. 


Bill Travers, in a rare U. S. 
television appearance, stars as 
Andrew Jackson and Barbara 
Rush is co-starred as Rachel 
Jackson in a dramatic account 
of Jackson’s early years of per- 
sonal and political crisis. 

LAW PRACTICE 


Young Andrew Jackson, in 
1790, set up a law practice in 
Nashville in the territory of the 
Cumberland (later to become 
Tennessee) and lived in the 
boarding house of Mrs. John 
Donelson, whose _ attractive 
daughter, Rachel, was married 
to and cruelly treated by Lewis 
Robards of Kentucky, 

Smitten with love and com- 
passion for Rachel, Jackson as- 
sisted her in running away from 
Robards and reunited Rachel 
with her mother. Robards, 
meanwhile, started divorce pro- 
ceedings and then dropped them 
without his estranged wife’s 
knowledge. 


Believing that the divorce had 
gone through, Jackson and 
Rachel were married in 1791. 
But, two years later, the couple 
was horrified to learn that no 
divorce had been granted—and 
that Robards was now seeking 
one on grounds of his wife’s 
adulterous relationship with 
Jackson. 


Andrew and Rachel were 
married in a second ceremony 
on Jan. 17, 17%. Jackson’s 
fierce temper and profound love 
of Rachel caused him in subse- 
quent years te fight many duels 
in defense of Rachel’s good 
name, Some historical sources 
estimate the figure to approxi- 
mate 100. 


History records one instance 
in which Charles Dickinson, one 
of the best pistol shots on the 
frontier, made a derogatory re- 
mark about Mrs. Jackson. Chal- 
lenged to a duel, he met Jack- 
son on May 30, 1806, at Harri- 
son’s Mill, Kentucky. 


A dramatic re-creation of this 
most famous duel in Jackson's 
career was taped on location at 
Irvington, N.Y., with Farley 
Granger in the role of Dickin- 
son. 


Jackson and Dickinson stood 
20 paces apart (10 less than the 
customary dueling distance) 
and, at the signal, Dickinson 


fired first, breaking some of | 


Jackson's ribs and grazing his 
breastbone, Jackson, without 
flinching, maintained his posi- 
tion and fired. The shot proved 
mortal. 


More than 20 years later, dur- 
ing the presidential campaign 
of 1828, Jackson’s opponent 
aired Rachel's alleged bigamy 
in speeches and pamphlets. Six 
weeks after Jackson’s landslide 
victory, Rachel came across a 
tract recalling the old story. 


Distressed and heartbroken, 
she took to her bed and died— 
killed, Jackson maintained, by 
the lies of political mud-sling- 
ing.
